All things furniſhed fo2 his voiage; the great commander 
ofthe heaueus and leas .fauouringhiventerpyiſe,hefet faile 
from Douerroave, hauing the winde large at Nozth Cat, 
which continued ſo eight ales, ſu that it freed him krom out 
coaft; Thus happily he retoueres the Cape, and from thente 
to the Mands, there ſpending his — pn ner godd, 
vntill Nouember, abtving many ſharpe ſtozmes of winve 
and weather, which they continued, when many were enfoE 
fed to foꝛſake the landes, and returne home , keeping the 
Spaniſh coafk, without doaing ay thing anſwerable to his 
valiant minds;foathinix.to xenarie without dooing ſome ho- 
nour able exploite;afwellfo2 honviir of his Conntrey', as his

And hauing a ſmall which he had taken be koꝛe at his 
ſtarne, fo} that che dꝛewe lttle water, was the fitter foz the 
landing his companies All things p2onided,rhep attend.but 
the tide fo2 their belt aduanrage, ana nere vpon a full oa, he 
halled vp his long Boate and the Caruell, into which entes 
red foure ſcoꝛe and lit men, 60 Shot, che reſt Pikes, blacke 
Billes, and other warlike abilliments, and in Gods name 
com nit theniſelues to their good fortunes. - 

The watchof the Wand, perceiuing they? comming ncert 
the ſhoze, with their Ship, moze then commonly any ſtran- 
dooth,hab beloze giuen warnings, that the moſt foꝛte of 
Mans was chere, teaby to receaue them: which our men 
perteaued net touls not be dattntev with the ſight of them; 
dut valiantly put fozwards, attempting to land where they 
were molt ſhatpely encountered by the enemie . But the 
Gunner taking aduant age, with aSacare from the Ship. 
char ged with a Chaine, made lo good a ſhoote, that hee 
flew anddiſmembyed tenne oꝛ twelue , who ſeeing his ſuc» 
telſt aunſwerable to his de lire, hee playde till vpon 
them withhis Oꝛdnance from the Shippe , which made 
Hem the looner to cetire ; lo that the whole conflict at tye 
fir landing, contmued not paſt two houres, when the Spa⸗ 
niards heartes began to quaile, and his men to bee of moze 
tourage / which che Spaniards perceauing ,} ſounded a re» 
treate, and with allſpeede, fedinto the hie Countrepes, \d 
thankes be to Gov , they ended onely wich the loſſe of two

ſignes diſplayen, to march in war like oder far ther vp, to ſee _ 

what they would do: which counſell the Generall accepted, 
nnz with eaſlepaces marched on, largely piſtanted one from 
the other, to make them ſeeme karre moze in number then 
they were. wich Dꝛums. Trumpets ,and two Enlignes diſs 
plat>, yeelng ſuch terrible cryes as they marched , as might 
terriſte a great company. 

The Generall gouerned by Cap taine Hocecourt. whole 
experience in land ſeruice is much, hauing had charge of cre: 
dit in the Low- countreys, Artland, and Poztingall,and there 
foꝛe whel) directed by him, the two Companies marched in 
ſoxthike two wings, with intent and full reſolution, ifthere 
tame ten men foz one, to encounter them,andva[iantly to dit 
together,o2 gaine honour loꝛ euer with the enemie, 

Tobey had not marched balfe a league, when making a 
tand lo ſome parley, the eſpyals bzought wozd they lawe

foze the Generall ſent a!Guardeof,Pulketeares to meete 
bim, and to ſtay him, if he had any thing to ſape , fo: that het

go. The Generall gaue them chankes fo2 their loues, e pꝛo- 

teſted that he would want whatloeuer he had oz ſhould haue 

in his polleſſion, be loꝛe they ſhouldlacke , Thus greeued, to 

deliuer that aduantage which he had in his enemies country, 
' hewiſhed but one hundzed men moze , to haue tryed h s 
foꝛtune with them, but he thought it ſmall pollicie, ta refi ſe 

+ thoſe offers, to haſlard their lines and all, conſidering his 
ſmall power, the enemie being in bis owne countrey, likelp 

to be releeued euery day with moꝛe ſupply. and they to haue 

nothing. but what by foꝛce they obtained, waying all things 

with equalitie, as well his owne dangers as his companies, 


hereturned the Gouernour this anſwer, | 
That conſideringhe was a Gentleman which belde his 
reputation in ſome accompt with his Mai er the King, and 


that it might greatlyblemiſh his — they ſhould bid thẽ 
battell and ouerthow them, o which by Gods helpe he was 
alſured, he hadwithearneft requeſt perſwaded the TE 
to gtue ouer their aduantage, on hole-conditions pzclently 
to be perſmed vz. That they ſhould haue of victuals of al 
orte the Mand affoꝛdeth, ſufficient fo2 the vitteling the. (74 
and »o00 Crownes amongſt them, to be deuided in 7 
pence ofthe lolle of their men ſlaine at their landing. 
To thoſe conditions the Gouernour conviſcended, and gn 
bis credit to deliver it in one daies reſpect, this matter ended. 
The Generall enuited the Gonernoꝛ to ſuch viands as they 
had, and fo ſpent the time a while with freenoſhip, carrow- 
ling to the beach ofthe Enghth Queene, and makmg good 
cheere, when night appꝛoching the Gouernour tooke leaue 
'todepart , earneſtly entreatingthe — — Laptaine 
Horecourt, u accompanichimto dis houſe , where to ſuch 
entertamment as tht Aland affozdes ;; they ould be, wel- 
tome, and ſo aſfured from any euill to be offercy to him, oz 
his company;as if he were in his beſt freendg houſe in Eng⸗ 
land. But the Generall knowing what it is to truſt a recon⸗ 
uod toe, gaue bim as hartie thanks as his offers were kinde, 


yet would truſt him but as a Spaniard, lo he departed, and

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The Gouernoꝛ being depar ted, oꝛder was taken foꝛ the 

watche, which was ſet in diners places, for feare of treache⸗ 

rie in the night. About two houbos in the night. a Truumet 
Aommded a patley neere che Campe, which a amazed 
| them, chat they were greatly in doubt ok thoSpantards tre- 

cherie, and betooke them all to ar meg pꝛeſent ly. The Gene · 
rall, accoꝛdiag to law ot armes, ſummenod him againe with 
one other Trumpet, then akt er withhis whole noiſe, and ſent 
Captaine Horecourt with guatde of Muſketteares, to 
heare the cauſe olhis comming / who'foimd none but tinte 
men ſent from the Gouerndur ; with ſuth vyands dꝛeſſed as 
was puruayed foꝛ his owe ſupper, and one But of Canary 
Mine, which the Generall thanke kully accepted, and rewar - 
ding the trumpet largely with Crownes,ſent him away. 

The next daye about two of the clocke altet noone, the 
Gouernout came againe to the Generall, actumpanied with 
a troope ot Gentlemen, where they paſſed the time in ban⸗ 
queting. attending the cõ ning er the catiages which brought 
the victuals,viz.Beeke, Kids, 30 Buts ot Sack t Canary 
wines, Ruſke, Meale, Flower Salt, pumpions c other pꝛo⸗ 
uiſlon, ſufficient foꝛ nine moneths victuals. The Spaniard 
hauing kept his word, the Generall was loath his curteſies 
ſhould go altogether vnrequiter , wherefoze he enuited the 
Gouernont & his company to dinner aboꝛde his ſhip the next 
day, which the reſt were loth to td ent vnto, which the gene⸗ 
rallperceauing, told them flatly & halte in choller , that they 
did diſtruſt him, but (quoth he) you ſhal not need, foz the woꝛſt 
Englichman doch hold his wozd of hono2 in as much regard 
"as their —.— if his boy foꝛ him han pꝛomiſed any thiug 
he would mamtaine it as his life at Gentlemen ( quoth he) 
ſeeing vou ſuſpect my woꝛd, e that ye may accept my offer 
without diſtruſt, koꝛ that I would willingly haue your com: 

- pany, mv warrant ſhall be thole pledges which J wiüllnot 
leaue fo the kingdome ol Spame. , 1

Che gouerao? being of milde nature, was ſoꝛty to ſee him 
ſo diſquiet:wherefoze with gentle woꝛds. he firſt pacifies the 
Generall, then entreated his freends to accompany him, 
which they eaſily graunted, and acco2dingly came the next 
day, where the Gencrall feaſted them in bꝛaue maner, ta the 
honour of his countrey,# his owne woꝛthy connnendations. 
The day foloming, he that ozdained wind g tide to ſerue the 
purpoles ot men, ſent thẽ a faire & pleaſing gale, which cau⸗ 
led him the rather to ſet ſaile frõ thence, c ſo rauged alongſt 
he Nands againe, ſecking his good foxtune.The 5 dap aſter 
he put from S8. Georges, he dilcried two tall ſhips, to wh he 
gaue chale doch a ſcant gale, all night, vntill the next day at 
noone, when bearing with thẽ, the general bailed them, & cg- 
manded thẽ to ſtrike foꝛ the Queene of England. Thole vil⸗ 
lains in deſpite ſhewed the Leagers flags t reſuſed to ſtrike, 
wher vpon the Gunner ſhot one of them being Admiral, tho⸗ 
row, betweene wind & water, ſo that ſhe was faiue to lie by 
the Lee, to ſtop hir leake. Then bare the Uizeadmir all vp ta 
reſcut her conſart,wh6 the Gener all comanded to ſtrike. but 
they auſwered dilpite fully they would not, but ere they did 
preld, o ſtrike,thep would ſinke in the ſeas:ſo comp any de⸗ 
maudtd whence they were, they ſaid of S. Mallowes, c their 


names the Dolpluns, the one the great Dolphin, the other. 


the little Dolphin, ſtout ſbips & well appointed, the leaſt of 
rhe hauing 22 caſt peecest wel quoth the General, ſir ike pour 
flag foꝛ neuer hal ſo baſe vi ains as you cary pour flag, wher 
en Engliſh gentleman is: they ſaid they would not, thẽ bare 
rhe General wich them, & gaue tht their whole bꝛode ſide, 
tered cloſe with thẽ, entending to haue boꝛded tl ẽ, but by ỹ 
negligenee of ß helms ma, they fel oft, to the Eener als great 
diltentent. By this time the Admiral had realonable well 
topped hit lea, lecing the General bare with hum. made 
ready to fight,andfirft gaue them their whole ſide but hit not 
the ſhip at all:ſp began a hot d moꝛtall fight on their partes, 
$2 dur meurutering, the Admiral ſaw 702 8 ney ſtame, and 


bzyled into their forecattell; yet i evithap they were put off 
ge B 2 agate

againe. Butt jẽ Gumer whole name rs Henrie Green ya 
bꝛaue t valtant man, ſo behaued himſelfe;that it was mar us 
lous torepoꝛt. And euery man in his place lo beſtitred then 
ſelues, that they delerue tommendations The Maiſter;a 
man or ns mall courage, grecued at their putting off, cryed 


ſtiflzaboꝛde, abo ꝛde : and at the third encounter. the General 


himſelfe with twentie others to reſcue him, bonded the Ad⸗ 
mir all. whb being graplev, tould not fall off againe ſuddenly; 
The Utz rad mirall ſeeing her conſoꝛt in danger, laide her a- 
boꝛde alſo on the other ſive, entering her men, ſo that au 
company was enkoꝛ led to retyꝛe, with little hurt, areat da⸗ 
mage to che enemy. Flue houres continue dthtyuhis whot 
conflict; when parting by reaſon of the night comming on, 
they went away t were neuer ſcene after, This conllict en · 
ded, the Gener all calling his companp, firſt gaue Gad thanks 
fo) pꝛeſeruing thẽ then carouſed he to them, binding them all 
by their faiths, to fight it out with them the next dap, & eicher 
to take them, oꝛ die fo2 it. to which they willingly conſented, 

Long ſeemed that night, to thoſe which earneſtly looked 
foꝛ better ſueceſſe. The dap no ſooner gaue light, but happie 
was he might fir ſi looke out to deſcrie them, but in vaine, fax 
their market was marde , and the Frenchmens entertane⸗ 
ment ſo badouermght , they durſt not ſtay to take a bye akey 
{aft the next moꝛniug. When the Generall and his company 
perceaued that they were quite gone, and no hope remained 


to meete them any moꝛe, the winde ſeruing them ſo well, to 


beare with their owne coaſt , itgreeued them not a little, ſo 
hulling there ſome time, to ſplice ſuch ropes as were periſhed 
with ſhot, and to amend ſuch hurtes as were done with ſhot 
ltkewiſe, which finiſhed, and all things in good ſoꝛt oꝛdered, 
they went fo2 the Noꝛthen Cape, to ſee if any better foztune 
would be fall them: where lying ſometime at Hull, ſomtime 
bearing ſmall laile, houering too and againe, thcreabouts, 
they were chaſed with ſixe Galligoes of Spaine, who fearſiy 
purſued them, but our Generall being becalmed, and ſeeing 
no hope to eſcapethem; pꝛouided to fight it our. wy

The Admiral ot tis Fleete, ſeeming a bꝛaue man, was tle 
firſt chat cam: vp, neuer off: ing to ſhoote, vntil he laid them 
aboꝛde, but by the good induſtrie of the Generall, and tare⸗ 
full woꝛking ol the Maiſter, M. Iames Beares of Grauel- 
end, a man no leſſe pollitike then valiant, they were put off 
agame, and their koꝛemaſt with a demie Couluer ing ſhotte, 
bozne by the boꝛde. Then the Uiz eadmir all and Reareadmi⸗ 
rall, vpon whome their Gunner had plaide and doone much 
harme vnto, laide them alſo ahoꝛde, one of the onc ſide, and 
the other on the other, where they were ſo ſharpely aſſailed, 
that they loſt many vltheir men. The C eptenne of the Uize⸗ 
admirall was ſlaine by Captaine Horecourt in his owne- 


Galligo, in fight moſt bzauelie;Theother Galigoes would 


come vp, and ſhoote okten, and away againe, but did little 


harme, thankes be to God. Thee houres and moe by eſte». 


mation endured this fight, when a ſtrong gale at Noꝛtheaſt 
began to blowe, and the ſeas to growe, ſo that perfoꝛced to 
put from them, our Gener all cauſed his Gunner to beſtowe 
diuers Arrowes and pickes of ſtrewoꝛkes amo.ix them, ſo 
that he left them burning, and knoweih nat how they did a⸗ 
uoide it. But divers Engliſhmen being in ſight ok this fight, 
that durſt not come neere them fo2 feare, to reſcue them, 
hach repoꝛted at their home comming that Gener all Glem- 
ham his Ship and man were all burnt, whoſe repoztes are 
not oftrueth-thankes be to God. 

The Gener all freed from thoſe bad companions, ſuſtai- 
ned great har mes, and hauing doone ſmall good fo2 himſelte 
and his tompanpes. was loath to go foꝛ England, but deter⸗ 
mined to gofo2 the ſtraightes, whether they framed theyꝛ 
coutfe,hauing the winde faire to ſerue their turne , yet with 
very foule and bluſtering weather, in which ſtoꝛme he ſpent 
his Maine Paſt, which had beene befoze fyſht: but by rea- 
ſon of two ſhotte therein receaued, which weakened it the 
moꝛe, he could not ſane it: and hauing few Harboures with- 
inthe ſtraights to freend, went foz Argere , where he was 
moſt roially entertained, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that no E *

of any nation hath receaued the like at any time. Therehe 
ſet a Maine Maſt, and puruayed himſelfe of all other neceſ- 
ſaries he wanted, triming his Ship at pleaſure, wanting no- 
thing that he could oz would delire. Two moneths verye 
neere, he remained at Arger, oz thcreabouts , fox that bee 
would haue had the company of the Engliſh Flegte, which 
could not be ready ſo ſuddenly, wherefoze loth to ſtaye any 
longer; he gaue the attempt to go alone, onely accompaned 
with a Ship of Deepe in France, called The Flower de 
Luce, whoſe ayde he pꝛomiſed to be. C ming necre vnto the 
mouth ok the ſtraightes, without offer to be diſturbed ol 


any. There were foure ok the king of Spaines gallies bound 


oO „ . 


koꝛ Marceelles, who eſpying thoſe two Ships, bare with 


them, as much as might be: and comming within ſbot, dic⸗ 


charged foure Cannons againſt the Gener all, which hit him 


not. The Generals company being now freſh & luſty, like mẽ 


gaue a moſt bꝛaue and ſharpe onſet vpon chem: the Gunner 
playing ſo well his part, that within leſſe then two houres, he 
had almoſt ſunke two of them. which compeld them to lie vp⸗ 
an the car ine. to ſtop their leakes, yet all thep could do, could 
not helpe one of them: but they were faire to ſaue their men 
and flaueg, and let hir linke. All this dilmaide them not, but 
the other thzee continued the fight whotly, vntill they ſawe 
the Freuch ſhip come vp, who ſeeing the Gallies, was loth 
to put hir lelẽe in daunger, noꝛ ncuer offered Shotte, pet 
pꝛouoked by the earneſt means of tertaine Engliſh Sailars: 
they had a boꝛde, thty bare with them, which the Galies per · 
ceuing, deubting how to withſtaud both, that had ſo bad ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe with one alone, made to the ſheꝛe with all the halt they 
could, which they retonere d. a w eſcaped. But our gener all 
hauing endured many Hot, mas ſo ſpouled ct his rigmyꝝ, and 
other furniture, ag he Was enloytet to put lack og@in(o Ar» 
gere, hut the Fler er de Lace, the Frena li ſtipet Peepe came 
Ac w, fakes bi to Gol in cat ue by his maus.
